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CYPERUS FUSCUS IN NEBRASKA AND SOUTH 

DAKOTA: Scattered specimens of Cyperm fnscus L. were 
found growing near colonies of Bidens cermia L. and B. 
comom (Gray) Wieg. on the wet open sandy flats of the 
South Platte River 0.8 mile south of Sutherland, Lincoln 
County, Nebraska on 24 September 1968 {Wc-cdon 4733,

L. was also found on the wet 


sandy clay soil along the bank of the Keya Paha River 17 
miles south of Colome, Ti’ipp County, South Dakota on 16 
September 1968 (Steidiens 29293, kanu). Cyperus fuscus 
L. is widespread in Eurasia, especially in rice fields, but 
appears to be rarely found in the United States. This Um¬ 
brella-sedge (galingale) has previously been reported at 
scattered stations from Massachusetts to western New York 
and Virginia. Our collections represent extensions west¬ 
ward from the previously known range of the species in the
